The Incas. 


The Incas were a highly - civilized 


people -who lived in the northwestern 
part of South America at the time the 
Spaniards discovered Spilth America. 
Where they came from no one knows, 
though the guess is sometimes haz- 
arded that they came from eastern 
Asia, by way of a chain of islands that 
extended across the southern Pacific 
ocean a few thousand years ago. 


Parenthetically, the suggestion has 
been"made that; w.hen flying-around 
the-world becomes an everyday occur- 
rence the Pacific will be crossed south 
of the equator and by way of so much 
of this chain of islands as now re- 
mains. 
One reason for thinking the Incas 
came from Asia by way of the South 
sea islands is because of the preva- 
lence of trephining. . Out of every 100 
skulls of the old Incas that are found 
in graves of Peru and nearby .coun- 
tries five or six are found to have been 
trephined. 
Neither the Toltecs and Aztecs of 
Mexico, Arizona and New Mexico, nor 
the Mayas of Yucatan, Nicaragua and 
Honduras, nor the Indians of America 
generally trephined to any great ex- 
tent. On the other hand, the only 
other peoples who trephined the skull 
to any considerable extent some thou- 
sands of years ago wftre the peoples 
of southeastern Asia and jthe South 
Sea islands. 
Most people even today think that 


•when the skull is trephined a silver or 
even a gold plate is inserted. Doctors 
sometimes wonder w.ho started this 
fantastic tale. 
'

Dr Leonard Freeman tells us in his 
article in "Prehistoric-American Med- 
icine and Surgery" in "Are and Arch- 
aeology":
